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JANUARY DXPEDITIONS ACTIVITY 


SPRATLY ISLANDS Spratly Islands (Thitu Island) 
6th Jan - ist Feb 2011 

: DXPEDITION ; FO TASIRe CT 
Thitu Island (Pagasa in ITU : 50 
Filipino) is the second 
largest island in the 
Spratly Islands in the South China Sea, at 11 deg 
N by 118.25 deg E. The island has a landing 
strip and a small harbor. There are 100 
inhabitants, mostly military, fishermen and a 
weatherman on the island.

The Spratly Islands Team will deploy to erect and 
operate twelve Ham Radio stations to provide 
Pag-Asa with a Global focus to promote regional 
tourism in the Philippines and provide radio 
hams a chance to log this remote region. The 
Team Doctors, Dr. Josette VK2FXGR and Dr. 
Edward 4F10Z will perform a humanitarian 
Medical Mission performing health checks of 
the islands’ inhabitants. 


SOUTH ORKNEY ISLANDS DXPEDITION 


January 27 to February 8 will find the Microlite 
Penguins DXpedition Team activating the South 
Orkney Islands for the fourth time. Activity will 
be on all HF bands 160 meters through 10 
meters using SSB, CW and RTTY. The Islands are 
located at 60°35’ S by 45°30’ W, 8,706 statute 
miles from Beaverton. 


Twelve operators are involved in this project. 
VP8ORK will have capability to have stations on 
75/80 meters and 160 meters from sunset to 
sunrise for two weeks. The Orkneys are on 
Atlantic Standard Time (UTC-—4). They will 
operate on 40 meters and up as well. Updated 
information at: www.vp80.com/vp8news2.himl. 
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ARISSat-1 TO LAUNCH IN JANUARY 


The ARISSat-1 satellite, originally designed to be 
orbited in a surplus Russian spacesuit hand- 
launched from the International Space Station 
(ISS), has passed all of its pre-launch tests and is 
slated to head to the space station in January 
aboard a Progress supply rocket. It is expected to 
be launched into its own orbit in February by the 
ISS crew. 


The Space Station will Sport Two Ham Stations. 
A second ham radio station is due to be installed 
on the International Space Station, consisting of 
two handhelds from the original ham station that 
have since been replaced by a dual-band 
transceiver. To be installed in the International 
Space Station (ISS), the new station has passed 
all of its pre-launch tests and is slated to head to 
the space station in January aboard a Progress 
supply rocket. 


FULL WAVE LOOPS 


Full-wave loops are popular antennas. They are 
especially useful on 80 and 40 meters where 
they perform well at modest heights. Horizontal 
loops may be fed at any convenient spot. Make 
your horizontal loop into a square, especially if 
it is to be used on several bands. The Vertical 
Loop is a good DX antenna. The shape can be a 
circle, square, rectangle or a triangle. The larger 
the area of the loop the better it will work. 


Feed square and rectangular loops at a corner. 
Triangular loops should be supported apex- 
down. This puts less of the antenna parallel with 
the ground and increases the effective height. 
Feed triangular loops either at a corner or in the 
case of apex-down loop, at the apex. 
Experiment this winter with an attic mounted 
loop.

Islands, Castles & Portable Operations 


If you are looking for the most comprehensive 
ham radio activity listing on the internet, Dave 
Raycroft’s ICPO is for you. Each week, Dave 
VE3RJ posts his collected notices of ham radio 
operations and events on the news site operated 
by Southgate Amateur Radio Club 
www.southgatearc.org/. His own site, located at: 
webhome.idirect.com/~va3rj/icpo_arch1 1.html 
maintains an archive of previous reports. You 
may sign up to receive ICPO as issued via email, 
too. Ray provides this service to amateur radio 
on a “donate” basis. 


ICPO carries notes on County Hunting, Island 
and Lighthouse activation, and QSL Managers 
and addresses for portable operations. Here is 
an example of one of his listings: 


01/01/2011: Celebrating the 150th anniversary of 
the Unification of Italy, three special callsigns will be 
used throughout 2011 by members of ARI Torino 
(IITITA), ARI Firenze (I5ITA) and ARI Rome (IIOITA).

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SOLAR STORAGE TECHNOLOGY 


The journal Science reports that a prototype solar 
device to store energy has been developed. The 
technology uses the Sun's energy to break down 
carbon dioxide or water into fuels. The metal 
being studied is an oxide called ceria. The break 
through is in the ability of these fuels to be 
stored and transported. Photovoltaic cell panels 
generate energy that must be used almost 
immediately and cannot produce at night. The 
research is being studied by scientists in the US 
and Switzerland. 


The prototype uses a quartz window and cavity 
to concentrate sunlight into a cylinder lined with 
cerium oxide, also known as ceria. This oxide 
has a natural propensity to exhale oxygen as it 
heats up and inhale it as it cools down.

of hydrogen and carbon monoxide can be used 
to create "syngas" for fuel. 


The existing device is highly inefficient but is a 
start in this important area of energy 
development. It has been suggested that the 
device mimics plants, which use carbon dioxide, 
water and sunlight to create energy as part of the 
process of photosynthesis. Prof. Sossina Haile at 
Caltech thinks the analogy is over-simplistic. 
"Yes, the reactor takes in sunlight, we take in 
carbon dioxide and water and we produce a 
chemical compound, so in the most generic 
sense there are these similarities, but | think 
that's pretty much where the analogy ends.” 
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The KPH Project - KSM 


In cooperation with the Point Reyes National 
Seashore (National Park Service), the Maritime 
Radio Historical Society (MRHS) has taken on the 
job of preserving the historic ex-RCA coast 
station KPH and returning it to the air. The split 
location is Bolinas and Pt. Reyes, California. The 
call letters KSM were originally assigned to a 
station of the Robert Dollar Company. The 
station was located near Los Angeles. It 
operated on 500 KHz and eight frequencies in 
the HF band. The MRHS was granted its own 
commercial coast station license they were 
pleased to be assigned the historic call sign, 
KSM. 


KSM is a commercial, common carrier coast 
station in the grand tradition of KPH. When the 
license for KPH was sold to Globe Wireless the 
MRHS believed it needed its own coast station to 
carry on the traditions and preserve the skills 
and the art of maritime radio through actual use. 


KSM uses the original transmitters, receivers and 
antennas of KPH. The station is licensed for 
communications with ships at sea using both CW 
and RTTY modes in the MF and HF marine 
bands. KSM accepts traffic from ships at sea for 
onward transmission to addressees ashore. No 
charge is made for this service. 


KSM uses two modes of “RTTY": Baudot and 
FEC. Baudot transmissions are at 170cps shift, 45 
baud. FEC transmissions are at 17Ocps shift, 100 
baud. 


On CW, KSM broadcasts its “wheel” (a repeating 
message inviting ships to call). When working 
ships, the KSM operator keys all frequencies so 
listeners will be able to hear the shore side of the 
contact no matter what frequency they are 
monitoring. All maritime radio operations are 
duplex. Once the ship makes contact with KSM it 
shifts from the calling to a working frequency. 
The KSM operator repeats this frequency so 
listeners can attempt to hear the ship. KSM sends 
high seas weather for the Pacific at 2130 UTC at 
25 words per minute. This is easily heard in 
Oregon. On RTTY, KSM broadcasts marine 
weather and press information alternating 


oe between the two modes listed above. 
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AMATEUR STATION K6KPH 


The Maritime Radio Historical Society operates 
an amateur radio station at the KPH/KSM site. 
The station amateur station uses some of the 
KPH transmitters and antennas and signs a call 
associated with the original station. Any visitor 
who knows Morse can operate - no license 
required. MRHA personnel serve as the control 
operators. To "sit the circuit as KSM an FCC 
Commercial Radiotelegraph ticket is required, 
which the. KSM _Qperator can endorse for 
pperation at. the station. 


Drop ins are fine but a minimum of a week 
advance notice would allow us to confirm that 
we'll be present. The day starts at the transmitter 
site in Bolinas, California for Services of the 
Church of the Continuous Wave at 0900. Press 
transmission on KSM starts at 1000 in Morse, 
1100 in RTTY. The operators usually leave at 
1100 for the receive site in Point Reyes to 
activate live control of KSM and K6KPH. 


The Maritime Radio Historical Society (MRHS) is 
a small group of dedicated individuals who 
share the goals of documenting, preserving. and 


restoring the artifacts of maritime radio history. 


AMATEUR RADIO BRINGS US TOGETHER 


We are living in a world that is troubled by 
tribal competition and strife — often over long- 
held bias. Our news sources remind us daily 
that our economic, cultural, religious, and 
political often bring us to personal and 
national disputes. 


Amateur Radio is an influence that brings the 
world’s peoples together. Our conversations 
are usually not on these subjects in a QSO, yet 
as we become better aware of the manner of 
life of our “contacts” we are more inclined to 
want to know more about them. This feature 
of amateur radio is one of it’s contributions to 
communication between differing groups. 


As you make contacts outside your usual circle 
of amateur radio friends, remember to allow 
your curiosity to drive your QSO. Exchange 
goed wises.
